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Meet is optimistic on drain odor

Romulus elected officials and 
residents are highly optimistic after 
meeting with state and county 
health department representatives 
Friday to probe the cause and cure 
of the unbearable stench coming 
from the Trouten Drain. 

Included in the approximately 60 
persons attending the meeting at 
Thomas Coleman Center. 35351 
Beverly Road, were Thomas Leep 
and Pete Ollila of the Dept, of 
Natural Resources; Dale Burgess, a 
district engineer representing the 
Wayne County Board of Health. 

“We’re very happy and satisfied 
with the response from the citizens, 
residents and property owners of the 
affected area,” said State Rep. 
Edward E. Mahalak (D-Romulus), 
who organized and chaired the study 
session. 

“Also, the response on the part 
DNR. and state and county health 
departments in sending represen- 
tatives is a very encourgaing sign. I 
think we’ll see some positive results 
in the near future.” 

On hand from Romulus were 
Councilman Jimmie C. Raspberry, 
whose involvement helped Mahalak 
set up the meeting with health of- 
ficials; Mayor William M. Oakley; 
David Paul, director of Department 
of Public Works, and about 50 local 
residents. 

Two representatives of Chemical 
Recovery Systems, 36345 Van Born 
Road, Romulus, including one at- 
torney, also attended. Although no 
one wants to publicly point a finger 
at Chemical Recovery Systems as 
the cause of the pollution in the 
drain, many feel the plant is to 
blame. 

The drain flows near Chemical 
Recovery Systems plant south of 


Van Born in the northwest area of 
Romulus. It runs in a southerly 
direction, parallel to Wayne Road 
and meanders through the city. 

Romulus residents have been 
complaining for years about the 
terrible odor coming from the drain 
and have insisted that elected of- 
ficials do something about it. 
Friday’s meeting was an outgrowth 
of their complaints. 

“The drain is polluted terrible,’’ 
said Raspberry, who has received 
innumerable complaints from 
residents over the years. “It is very 
obnoxious in odor and color. The 
basic thing is that the DNR claims 
they must get samples and study 
them.” 

Raspberry said that a DNR study 
in 1976 found the drain was being 
polluted by Chemical Recovery 
Systems, which, he said, was or- 
dered by DNR to install a catch 
basin and a pump to keep pollutants 
from entering the drain. 

“Perhaps we should say the DNR 
determined that the pollution came 
from the property where Chemical 
Recovery Systems is located,” 
Raspberry corrected himself, 
striving to voice the exact ter- 
minology used by the DNR. 

Raspberry, a 20-year elected 
official in Romulus and old Romulus 
Township, was encouraged by 
Friday’s results. “The people 
themselves have spoken as to what 
the conditions are and the state was 
there to hear. 

“The people’s health and safety 
are the most important thing. It was 
beneficial in that the state and 
county officials came to the com- 
munity to hear the citizens’ com- 
plaints and see first hand what the 
conditions are.” 

After hearing complaints from the 
residents, the representatives of the 
state and county health depart- 


ments, along with several elected 
officials, inspected three sites on the 
Trouten Drain. 

They took samples and said they 
would report their findings as soon 
as possible. 


The second annual 8-day 
celebration of Michigan Week in 
Romulus is history and many 
residents are calling it one of the 
most meaningful events in the city’s 
history.

Mayor 
Pro-tern Wayne Linke and other 
councilmen and their wives of- 
ficially welcomed their visitors and 
gave a slide presentation on the 
history of Manistee.

Huron probes 
way to leave 
Wayne County 


Huron Township is so provoked 
over having its needs ignored by 
Wayne County that it is researching 
the possibility of seceding from that 
parent governmental body. 

And at least three other area 
communities - - Flat Rock, Rock- 
wood, and Brownstown Township - 
have registered strong discontent 
with Wayne County services. 

Huron Supervisor John Puskar’s 
motion at last week’s board meeting 
received strong support to in- 
vestigate the legal ramifications of 
seceding from Wayne County. 

“There is growing concern over 
the control Detroit has over the rest 
of Wayne County,” Puskar said 
raay. “I’m concerned over the 
c Works Board of the county 
being controlled by Detroit-oriented 
County Commissioners when it 
comes to planning and im- 
plementing Super Sewer. 

“Western Wayne County has the 
greatest number of people and the 
least amount of influence, it seems,” 


he said. Puskar added that his talks 
with neighboring communities has 


brought forth renewed interest in 
forming “Suburbia”, a new county 
consisting of discontented com- 
munities presently in Wayne 
County. 

Puskar is scheduled to meet with 
Michigan Township Association 
attorneys and have them research 
legal steps involved in Huron 
Township leaving Wayne County. 

Township Clerk Sandra Rhodes 
said Huron Township streak have 
not been cleaned by the county yet 
this year. “Fifteen of us got out at 4 
a.m. Sunday morning and cleaned 
Huron River Drive from Craig 
through the main intersection nortp 
ot the limits of New Boston - a 
distance of about five long blocks,” 
she said. “Dust was flying 
everywhere.” 

Adequate .police protection is 
another service Wayne County has 
not provided, Huron Township of- 
ficials said. 


Succumbs to heart attack 


BHS athletic head dead at 48 


The Community of Belleville and 
surrounding school districts were 
still in a state of shock over the 
unexpected death last week of Harry 
Hidenfelter, well-known Belleville 
High School athletic director. 

Hidenfelter, who would have been 
49 in September, was attendir* the 
Wayne County Educational 
Secretarial Association’s annual 
dinner-dance May 23 at Fairlane 
Manor in Dearborn when he 
collapsed on the dance floor about 11 
p.m. 

He was rushed to Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn where he was 
pronounced dead on arrival. 

A large number of friends and 
loved ones attended Hidenfelter’s 
funeral Saturday afternoon at First 
United Methodist Church in 
Belleville. Services were conducted 
by The Rev. Joy Arthur with in- 
terment at Hillside Oemetary. 

Hidenfelt’s death was a shock to 
everyone, but no one outside the 
family felt the loss more than Doug 


Brown, director of instruction for 
Van Buren School District 
Brown, who worked side-by-side 
with Hidenfelter for 20 years, said 
the entire community will feel the 
loss. 

“I’ve known and worked with

Harry Hidenfelter for 20 years and 
over those years we shared a great 
deal of respect for one another,” 
Brown said. 

“I know of no individual who was 
willing to provide more assistance, 
more dedication, more cooperation 
and time and effort to make this a 
better school system than Harry.” 

Brown, who was probably as close 
to Hidenfelter as anyone, added: “I 
personally have lost a do6e friend 
but the community has lost a great 
citizen and a tremendous person. 

“Perhaps more importantly, the 
young people of this school district 
have lost a real good friend. He 
watched over them and had a great 
deal of good influence on many, 
many of them,” Brown said. 

Hidenfelter joined the Belleville 
High staff in 1951 after earning a 
degree from Albion College He later 
received his Master of Arts, 
majoring in physical edjeation and 
administration, from University of 
Michigan in 1955. 

He was the head track and foot-, 


ball coach from 1955 until 1963 and 
his teams won numerous conference 
titles. One of his football players, 
Frank Nunley, went on to earn All- 
American recognition at University 
of Michigan and later starred for the 
San Francisco 49ers. 

Hidenfelter is survived by his 
wife, Donna, a son, William, who is 
an attorney in Belleville; his 
mother, Mrs. Florence Hidenfelter 
of Healdsberg, Calif.; two sisters, 
Mrs. Penny Schoorl of Healdsberg, 
Calif.; and Mrs. Anna belle Alba of 
Los Angeles, a brother, James, of 
Coldwater, Mich.; and three 
grandchildren 

Donations may be made to the 
Harry Hidenfelter Memorial Fund 
at Belleville High School. Although 
no definite project has been 
determined, the family and school 
officials said. the money would be 
used for what Hidenfelter always 
dreamed of - improvement of 
existing facilities or perhaps some 
tennis courts for school and com- 
munity use.

“Although our two cities differ 
considerably in size, setting and 
population, there were still many 
things to be learned from our ex- 
changed visit,” Oakley said upon his 
return. 

“Speaking for the entire Romulus 
delegation, I can truly say that 
Manistee officials were gracious 
hosts and have a right to be truly 
proud of their beautiful city by the 
lake.” 

Councilman Block said he was 
fascinated by the salt mines located 
in the Manistee area. “Did you know 
they once had 20 millionaires living 
there, or one for every thousand 
people,” he asked. All members of 
the Romulus party were pleased 
with their trip to Manistee, located 
on the eastern shores of Lake 
Michigan in the northwestern part of 
Michigan.

Legislation to increase property 
tax credits for senior citizens and 
handicapped persons has been 
reported to the full Senate by the 
Senate Finance Comm i tee. 

Enactment of the legislation 
would have the effect of reducing 
taxes for eligible persons. 

“Passage of this bill is absolutely 
necessary if we are to give our 
seniors and handicapped the type of 
tax relief they need to maintain a 
comfortable and secure standard of 
living,” said State Sen. Jack Faxon, 
president pro tempore of the Senate 
and the bill’s sponsor. “The trend 
toward progressively higher 
property taxes is severely limiting 
the ability of seniors and han- 
' cicapped persons to pay for essential 
goods and services, making tax 
relief essential.” 

Faxon’s bill dovetails with another 
bill approved by the Finance 
Committee to exempt seniors with 


household incomes of $10,000 or less 
from property taxes. 

Under Faxon’s proposal, eligible 
persons with incomes of less than 
$10,000 could claim credit for up to 
$1,200 of property taxes paid. For 
eligible persons paying rent, the 
credit would be based on 17 percent 
of rental payments. 

Faxon’s bill also provides in- 
creased property tax credit — or 
credit based on rent — for seniors 
and handicapped persons with in- 
comes between $10,000 and $13,000. 

“Passage of this legislation will 
help make the state’s tax system 
more equitable by reducing the 
burden placed on those least able to 
pay,” Faxon said. “Because 
generally the earning ability of 
seniors and the handicapped is 
limited, government has the major 
responsibility of making sure that 
tax laws enable them to maintain a 
standard of living which a Hows them 
to live with dignity.”

(This is one of a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law 
upon their private legal affairs 
should consult with a private at- 
torney.) 

Investing to increase one’s wealth 
is a respected business maneuver. 
Dealing in commodity options is a 
specialized form of investment. It is 
a high-risk investment on items such 
as cocoa, coffee, sugar, rubber, lead 
and gold. Investors are gambling 
that the price of the commodity 
underlying their option will move in 
a favorable direction within a 
specific time. 

When you buy an option, you are 
granted the right to purchase (a 
call) or sell (a put) a standard 
quantity of a certain commodity at a 
given price within a specified period 
of time. The cost of your option is the 
premium and this entire amount is 
at risk. 

If the price of the commodity 
option call you bought rises within 
the time period you purchased it for, 
you can sell and will make a profit, if 
the price increase of the commodity 
exceeds your premium. But, if the 
price doesn’t go up far enough, you 
can lone a pardon of your investment 
when the option expires. If the price 
of the commodity either stays the 
same or goes down, your entire 
investment is lost forever. 

Fraud in the selling of commodity 
options has become a major source 
of investment losses both in 
Michigan and around the country. 
People should realize that 
speculating in commodity options is 
not suitable far a great majority of 
investors. Even if you feel you have 
the expertise, the background and 
the money to risk to make this kind 
of investment, these five guidelines 
should be fallowed before deciding 
to invest in any type of commodity 
option: 

(1) Do not take any action as the 
result of Ml unsolicited telephone 
call. The beat thing to do with such a 
call is hang up. 

(2) Hava a complete un- 
derstanding of the operation of the 
commodity options market before 
investing. 

(3) Hava a complete un- 
derstanding of the specific com- 
modity such as sugar, coffee, cocoa, 
gold, etc., being offered before in- 
vesting. Find out the commodity’s 
current sell tog price, its potential 
for going up or down. 

(4) If yoa decide purchasing an 
option is a suitable investment, shop 
around. Get the best price you can 
from a reputable broker. 

(5) Realilt that you should only 
invest what you can afford to lose. 
Commodity options are among the 
riskiest and most speculative of all 
investments. 

Trading in commodity options has 
been outlawed in this country since 
1936. However, options companies 
get around this by trading in- 
ternational commodities on the 
London market which still is 
allowed. 


Commodity options companies are 
regulated by the Commodity 
Futures Trading Commission 
(CFTC). Both brokers and com- 
panies are required to be registered 
by the commission. If you want

been appointed to help direct the 
transfer of patients to other 
qualified facilities, beginning on 
June 12 at the earliest. 

Simmons said it “is tragic that 
inflation and skyrocketing criminal* 
justice costs have forced the county 
into a position where it must shut 
down costly non-mandated services 
or face bankruptcy.” 

The Board of County Auditors has 
warned the commissioners that the 
county faces an $8-12 million deficit 
for the second year in a row. 

Simmons said a “phase out plan”, 
~ including the orderly transfer of 
some 180 patients presently being 
cared for at the facility, has been 
accepted by U.S. District Judge 
Ralph M. Freeman. 

Freeman May 18 ruled that the 
county had the right to close the 
facility and had met previous court- 
ordered guidelines for a “well- 
ordered transfer of patients.” A 
November 1977, lawsuit, filed on 
• behalf of patients, had sought to 
keep the facility open on a per- 
manent basis. 

Thefederal judge also appointed a 
nationally-respected gerontologist, 
Leon A. Pastalan, to help insure a 
safe transfer to private, highly- 
skilled nursing facilities. 

Pastalan is director of research 
for the Institute of Gerontology at 
the University of Michigan in Ann 
Arbor. He, and some of his 
associates at the university were 
successful in directing the transfer 
of 400 elderly patients from nursing 
homes in Pennsylvania to new 
homes. 

Freeman said Pastalan would act 
as “overseeing gerontologist,” 
whose duties would include training 
the staff involved in the transfer 
process, directing physical and 
psychological exams for all patients 
before they are moved, and over- 
seeing the actual transfer of 
patients, including visits to the new 
nursing homes prior to actual 
departure (if the patients are 
physically able to do so). 

Simmons said the county began 
sending written notices of the 
proposed closing to all patients and 
their families, guardians or closest 
friends on May 22. 

“Each patient and his next of kin 
will be advised of the assistance 
available from the Department of 
Social Services and the county’s 
social workers employed at the 
Reuther facility,” Simmons added. 
’These professionally-trained and 
dedicated workers will help the 
families choose a new facility,” 
Simmons added. “The State 
Department of Public Health will 
evaluate each patient to determine 
the level of care and the program 
needs required. 

“Then the entire team of 
professionals will try to match each 
patient with an appropriate new 
home,” she said. 

In related action, the Board of 
Commissioners approved a sup- 
plemental appropriation of $386,000 
for continued operation of the 
facility through July 2. 

The county has received a special 
one-time-only state grant of $1.75 
million to pay the phase-out costs.

“We see the government making 
more and more decisions affecting 
local industry and commerce,” he 
began. “The government takes 
nearly 40 percent of our income in 
taxes.”

You better get 
involved,” Barrett warned. 

“There was a recent Workmen’s 
Compensation bill proposed that 
would have increased costs 69 
percent. Don’t leave your personal. 
Chamber, and political activities to 
somebody else.” 

Barrett pointed out that there 
were 280 local Chambers of Com- 
merce in Michigan with 5,000 
members and a national chamber 
with some 70,000 members. 

“Some Chambers are ‘moving 
forces’ in their local community, 
while others have no influence,” the 


State Chamber president pointed 
out 

He told his audience that the 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce 
slKHtld provide leadership in three 

ways. 

“First, it should have officials who 
are leadership people, then they 
should analyze and research the 
issues— even controversial issues— 
and business people should provide 
time and money for the Chamber.” 

Barrett told the Chamber 
audience that those who espouse 
other beliefs support their positions 
with time and money and the 
Chambers were going to have to 
start doing likewise. 

In urging Chamber members to 
move ahead, Barrett said in closing, 
“Don't wait for every business to 
join Provide leadership and the 
business people will join you.” 

After Barrett’s speech. Ransom P. 
Hall, an official of Kelsey-Hayes 
Corp., presented him with a cer- 
tificate for four automobile snow 
tires.

Relating to care woes 


GM heads calls for renewed energy efforts 


A renewed call for a national 
energy policy, a review of GM ef- 
forts relating to automotive 
emissions and improved fuel 
economy and predictions of record 
capital spend ng in the near future 
highlighted recent remarks by 
George W Griffith, general 
manager of the General Motors 
Hydra-matic Division in Ypsilanti. 

Griffith, chairman of the GM’s 
Plant City Committee - Ypsilanti, 
addressed a luncheon group of some 
200 at the Bowen Field House at 
Eastern Michigan University. In- 
cluded at the meeting were displays 
of General Motors products, past, 
present and future, and powerplant 
and energy conservation devices 
GM’s latest electric car, the Elec- 
trovette. generated a great deal of 
interest among those attending 
Griffith outlined General Motors 
corporate initiatives, plans and 
areas of concern. He was assisted by 
two presentations on emission 
control, fuel economy im- 
provements, redesign for weight 
reduction, and future energy 
sources and powerplant s by Gregory 
F. Gruska of the GM Environmental 
Activities Staff and Dr. Richard W. 
Rothery. assistant department head 
of transportation and urban analysis 
for theGM Reasearch Laboratories. 

Griffith outlined General Motors 
corporate initiatives, plans and 
areas of concern. He was assisted by 
two presentations on emission 
control, fuel economy im- 
provements, redesign far weight 
reduction, and future energy 


sources and power plants by Gregory 
F Gruska of the GM Environmental 
Activities Staff and Dr. Richard \Y 
Rothery. assistant department head 
of transportation and urban analysis 
for the GM Research Laboratories 

The Hydra-matic executive said 
General* Motors is community- 
minded and an integral part of the 
area The four GM facilities in the 
area, namely General Motors 
Assembly Division Willow Run. 
Hydra-matic Division. GM Parts 
Division in Van Buren Township and 
GM Air Transport at Willow Run 
Airport, employ nearly 16,000 
persons with a 1977 payroll of $300 
million. 

GM’s Ypsilanti area facilities 
purchased more than $139 million 
worth of goods and services from 
area suppliers last year 

In addition, Griffith said planned 
expansion and modernization 
programs will add 600,000 square 
feet of floor space and most im- 
portantly some 4,000 new- jobs to 
local plant facilities provided the 
current level of business continues. 

Griffith said GM is working hard 
to protect the strong desire 
Americans have for personal 
mobility. 

He described GM’s succ^s in 
living up to its commitment “to take 
the automobile out of the air 
pollution problem” by saying “one 
uncontrolled car emitted as many 
hydrocarbons into the atmosphere 
back in the ‘60s as 10 new cars do 
today.” 

He and Gruska stressed this ratio 


will become even greater in the 
coming years with the use of GM’s 
next generation of catalytic con- 
verters. This advanced, 
sophisticated, Phase II catalyst is 
being installed on several thousand 
California cars this model year 

In addition to “burning” hydro- 
carbons and carbon monoxide, the 
Phase II catalyst redices nitrogen 
oxide compounds into non-toxic 
nitrogen and oxygen. 

“Whatever else you may 
remember about what we say today 
about emissions, remember this: 
With our progress so far and what is 
in sight the next several years, the 
war against automotive related air 
pollution will be all but won. 
Finishing the cleanup will then 
largely depend on how quickly 
consumers replace their older cars 
with newer, cleaner-running 
models,” Griffith said. 

Ongoing projects to reduce 
emissions, improve fuel economy, 
integrate lighter weight components 
into design programs and develop 
new power sources to most ef- 
ficiently utilize available resources 
are the most costly the industry has 
ever undertaken. 

GM efforts began in 1975 and 
improvements to date are the result 
of a $15 billion world-wide spending 
program. 

Griffith told the audience it costs 
General Motors roughly $1 billion to 
achieve a half-mile per gallon in- 
crease in average fuel economy. 

“It’s easy to see, then, why we’re 



projecting that our total capital 
spending could reach $5 billion 
annually in the ‘80s. That would be 
more than double our spending in 
1975 or 1976, and well above the $3.6 
billion we laid on the line in 1977.” 

For 1978 GM estimates a fleet 
average fuel economy of 19 miles 
per gallon, nearly a 60 percent in- 
crease over the 12 miles per gallon 
average in 1974. Mileage 
requirements mandate a fleet 
average fuel economy of 27.5 miles 
per gallon by 1985. 

Gruska said: “We’re making an 
all-out effort to meet the govern- 
ment fuel economy standards while 
still offering cars and trucks that are 
attractive and utilitarian and which 
will meet our customers’ tran- 
sportation needs at a cost they can 
afford.” 

GM’s redesign program is now in 
its second phase, emphasizing 
lighter vehicles for improved fuel 
efficiency The full-size and mid-size 
models for 1977 and 1978 average 600 
to 700 pounds lighter than their 
predecessors. Nineteen new 
engines, including a passenger car 
diesel and turbocharged V-6 
powerplants, have been introduced 
for these cars. 

A major portion of the fuel 
economy improvement program 
deals with the use of computers to 
integrate new aluminum and plastic 
components into the car and the use 
of advanced electronics with 
relation to powerplant efficiency 
and operation. 

Griffith placed a great deal of 
emphasis on “this country’s serious, 
and still growing, shortage of 
domestically produced energy.” 
The cost of foreign oil last year came 
to $45 billion, a 15 fold increase over 
1970. 

“Conservation is important, but it 
can’t be the whole answer,” he said. 
“The real and lasting answer to our 
domestic shortage of energy is to use 
the resources and technology that 
are fortunately available to us . . . 
use each of them with all the skill 
and care that this nation possesses.” 

“Just as GM was working to 
improve fuel economy well before 
the oil embargo, we also were 
calling for the establishment of a 
sound, rational, coordinated 
national energy policy before then. 
Domestic energy production has 
been on the down side of the curve 
for a number of years. Un- 
fortunately, existing government 
policies and legislation almost seem 
to be designed to keep it there. This 
would be a tragedy. At GM we 
believethat an energy policy should 
be based on both conservation and 
the determined development of new 
resources for future energy needs.”

A big breakthrough 
in battery development is needed 
GM officials say before they will be 
able to be put it into production.

Fruit trees: Weigh the pros and cons 


If you’re thinking of growing your 
own fruit trees, better weigh the 
pros and cons first. Because so 
many diseases attack fruit trees, 
growth and maintenance require 
persistence, patience and a lot of 
determination. 

Apple scab, the most common 
disease of apple and (rabapple, 
affects both fruit and leaves. To 
control it you must begin spraying at 
silver tip (when buds first crack 
open). This may be as early as April 
1 in southern Michigan and April 15 
in the rest of the state. Spraying 


must continue 
before harvest. 


until a few weeks 


If you have not planted trees yet, 
consider planting only varieties 
resistant to scab. The apple 
varieties Prima, Priscilla and Sir 
Prize are available at major nur- 
series for the home gardener The 
fruit quality may be slightly lower 
than that of some of the more 
popular varieties, but resistance to 
apple scab reduces disease 
problems somewhat. 

Avoiding apple scab in susceptible 



varieties requires following a 
regular spray schedule with suitable 
fungicides — such as a combination 
of Benlate plus Captan. Fall cleanup 
of leaves is important, too. If left on 
the ground around trees, leaves 


provide a home for the fungus to 
grow in late fall and early spring. 
After snow melts and leaves on the 
ground becomewetwith rain, spores 
are forcibly ejected irto the air.

Annuals add instant color 


Spring is sprung! Planting time is 
here. Why not try some instant 
color. Consider the riot of color you 
can have with annual bedding plants 
around shrubs, in beds alone, and 
even under trees. Consider too, the 
selected use of hanging baskets or 
porch and patio containers of an- 
nuals. After a summer-long of 
beautiful flowering annuals you will 
be pleased with yourself. 

Often overlooked is the extra 
touch that annual bedding plants 
give to an otherwise uninteresting 
blob of green, or how much they add 
to even the most attractive land- 
scape. 

An infinite variety of colors and 
sizes can be had to brighten the 
landscape. For oranges and yellows 
the marigold excels. Fast growing 
and productive in flowers, they 
range from a few inches to three feet 
in height. A real charmer is 
Primrose Lady marigold, with four- 
inch, primrose yellow, mum-like 
flowers on bushy, 18-inch plants with 
heavy, dark, lustrous foliage. This 
one is All-America Selection Bronze 
Medal winner for 1977. Another All- 
America Selection about the same 
size with large, double, golden 
yellowblooms is Marigold Yellow 
Galore. 

For whites, pinks and reds, 
geraniums are one of the finest. The 


seed geraniums excel in vigor and 
bloom. Try the 1977 All-America 
Selection seed geranium “Showgirl” 
for a vivid Dink. Showgirl is a 
vigorous grower, with a multitude of 
flowers from June until frost. 

.Petunias come in a range from 
deepest purple (almost black) 
through blue, red, pink, white and 
mixtures of all these colors, in both 
single and double flowers. They love 
the sun. They lack the true sky-blue 
colors as yet. Another fine All- 
America Selection is Petunia 
“Blushing Maid’*. It is a prolific 
producer of double, rose-like blooms 
of pale pink, shading to darker pink 
in the centers. 

Ageratum and Alyssum have 
blues, whites and purples. They hug 
the ground, being only a few inches 
tall, and plants are carpeted with 
blooms, in many cases completely 
hiding the foliage. 

The selection of annuals is en- 
dless, in all colors of the rainbow. 
Few plants give us so much color for 
so long a period of time with so little 
care. 

Some care in selection is needed 
when planting annuals in shady 
locations. Those best in shade are 
Coleus, grown for the variegated, 
multicolored foliage rather than 
flowers ; Lobelia, one of the true blue 
flowers, on small, bushy plants; 


Impatiens, with pink, salmon or red 
flowers; Vinca, with heavy, shiny 
foliage and starlike, white or pink 
flowers; Begonias, the fibrous 
rooted variety which are bushy and 


covered with a mass of small 
flowers, or Tuberous, with large, 
showy flowers in a wide variety of 
colors; and Basil, grown for its dark 
purple foliage. 


work, rest assured that pears have 
their disease problems, too Pear 
scab and fire blight are the two most 
common diseases of pear trees 
Though single backyard pear trees 
may get by with a less stringent 
disease control program than 
commercial plantings, pear trees 
usually don’t prodice much fruit for 
the amount of work and time in- 
vested. 

The stone fruits — peaches, plums 
and cherries — often suffer from 
peach leaf curl, brown rot and black 
knot. An application of ferbam in 
the fall or early spring before bud 
break will arrest peach leaf curl. 
Brown rot, a fungus which infects 
the blossoms, twi^ and fruit, is 
controlled with Captan, but removal 
of all fruit, including old dried-up 


fruits left on trees after last picking, 
reduces the amount of brown rot 
overwintering Fruit with decay on 
the ground after harvest pose a 
constant threat 

No fungicide is registered with the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
for black knot on plum. The experts 
recommend cutting out all knots on 
infected trees, including any wild 
plum trees that may be in the 
vicinity. The disease attacks wild 
cherries but is rare on commercial 
ones. 

Help for the backyard f ruit grower 
is available in Extension Bulletin 
NCR-45, “Diseases of Fruit Trees,” 
and E-154, “1978 Fruit Pesticide 
Handbook.” These publications are 
for sale at county Cooperative 
Extension Service offices.

Fencing keeps critters 
from harvesting garden 


It’s easy to admit that rabbits have a right to eat, 
too — as long as they aren’t browsing in your gar- 
den. But it’s hard to be objective when the rabbits 
are reaping the fruits of your labor. 

“You really have just two choices to keep rabbits 
out of the garden,” says Glenn Dudderar, extension 
wildlife specialist at Michigan State University. 
“You can fence them out or you can use chemical 
taste repellents to discourage their nibbling.” 

Unless you also have problems with woodchucks 
or raccoons, a fence made of plastic bird netting 
fastened to stakes should be sufficient. Plant the 
stakes in the ground and string a rope or strong cord 
between them. Then fasten the netting to the stakes 
and the rope. It should be at least 24 inches high and 
lap outward away from the garden for 12 to 18 in- 
ches, 

“A rabbit trying to get into the garden runs into 
the net, which is too high for him to jump over,” 
Dudderar related. “If he tries to dig under the net, 
he’s foiled by the netting on the ground. You and I 
can see that all he needs to do is back up a little and 
then dig, but the rabbit can’t reason that way.” 

Woodchucks arid raccoons won’t stop to ponder a 
bird netting fence — they’ll just climb right over it. 
A chicken wire enclosure built according to a 
particular plan will frustrate them, however.

“A fence to keep raccoons and groundhogs out 
needs to be loose and sloppy-looking,” Dudderar 
said. ‘‘They’ll swarm right up and over a snug, 
vertical fence. Instead, tack chicken wire onto 
stakes so that it forms a loose C-shape facing away 
from the garden. Put the tacks or staples halfway 
up the stakes so that, when the animal climbs up, 
the top of the wire is free to bend downward with its 
weight. The animal eventually will learn that all its 
climbing gets it nowhere but back where it started.” 

Taste repellents are another possibility, but they 
have certain built-in limitations, Dudderar pointed 
out. They are highly water soluble, so they wash off 
in even a light rain and must be reapplied 
frequently. They don’t migrate about the plant, so 
they must be applied to all new growth as it ap- 
pears. They cannot be used on any plant parts that 
humans will eat. And, simply because they 
arechemicals that humans must use, they can very 
easily be misused. 

“Taste repellents do work, “Dudderar said, “but 
you have to be persistent and careful with them for 
them to be safe and effective. A fence is much 
easier. You put it up once and it stays up as long as 
you need it. Bird netting or chicken wire can be used 
over and over. Netting can even be flipped up on the 
rope between the stakes so you can mow under it.”

Michigan’s probate law consists of a 
series of rules and regulations, involving 
proceedings which oftentimes can be time- 
consuming and complicated. Basically, 
probate law- guarantees that a deceased 
person’s property is handled properly, that 
taxes and debts are paid, and that 
property is distributed according to the 
wishes of the deceased person. 

If there is a written will, the wishes of 
the deceased are usually followed as 
closely as possible. If there is no will, the 
state assumes that property should be 
distributed according to the traditional 
order of inheritance, which gives priority 
to a surviving spouse and children. 

Probate law requires that someone must 
belegally responsible for administering a 
deceased person’s estate from the time of 
death until all the property is distributed. 
In the cases of supervised probate, the 
court assumes overall authority and 
delegates the distribution of the estate to 
an executor or administrator. In the case 
of independent probate, a personal 
representative is delegated the respon- 
sibility for administering the estate. 

In all probate proceedings, measures 
are taken to insure the protection of all the 
persons who are affected by the estate. 


they have the right to receive accounts of 
the state and its administration, and to 
petition to protect their own interests. 

The Michigan Probate Code was adopted 
in 1939, and since then there have been no 
major revisions. There are currently two 
bills in the Legislature, Senate Bill 12 and 
House Bill 4475, which call for changes in 
the present code. Ma ny people feel that the 
probate proceedings today are outdated 
and are needlessly complex, resulting in 
unnecessary delay and expense. 

Since the transference of property at 
death affects each of us sooner or later, 
probate reform advocates are appealing 
for streamlined and less complex court 
procedures. They argue that only a major 
overhaul can reduce the expense, delay 
and frustration many people encounter 
today in having an estate probated. 

Basically, SB 12 and HB 4475 have two 
common goals: first, to modernize 

inheritance law, and to make it relevant to 
the needs and wishes of the average person 
in today’s society ; and, second, to simplify 
the process by which property passes from 
one generation to the nect, so that heirs 
can get their inheritance with a minimum 
of delay and expense. 

Both of these bills address changes in the 


present probate law to solve the problems 
of complexity, time and expense. They 
establish processes for probating wills and 
administering estates and trusts. The 
major difference between these bills is 
that SB 12 begins with new concepts and 
makes no attempt to intermingle them in 
Michigan’s present Probate Code. HB 4475 
attempts to retain that which is familiar in 
the present Probate Code and introduces 
new concepts, particularly, independent 
administration of estates. 

SB 12 a. id HB 4475 are currently before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee for 
consideration. Each bill will receive a 
thorough examination before a final 
decision is made. It is imperative that 
deliberations on the proposed measures be 
comprehensive and complete before any 
final action is taken. 

An effort in the area of probate reform 
must insure that the procedures serve to 
promote the best interests of the people of 
the State of Michigan. Probate law is a 
complex area, and change is usually a 
long, complicated process. But the process 
has been started and, hopefully, in the 
near future we will see measures per-, 
mitting faster, less complicated probate 
proceedings. 


Tax Limitation? 


Taxpayers United for Tax 
Limitation, that Southfield based 
* group currently engaged in a state- 
wide petition drive to collect the 
necessary 266,000 signatures that 
would secure a place on this fall’s 
ballot for its tax limitation proposal, 
has designated Saturday, June 3, as 
“Sign a Petition for Tax Limitation in 
Michigan Day”. 

According to Dr. Milton Friedman, 
honorary co-chairman of the tax 
reform group, “The average 
American works from Jan. 1 to May 29 
just to pay taxes, and June 3 is the first 
Saturday of the year when the effort 
exerted by Americans will directly 
benefit themselves and not the 
government.” 

The tax limitation proposal is very 
similar to a measure presented to 
Michigan voters in 1976 that was 
called Proposal C. That measure 
failed to gain voter support primarily 
because of strong opposition from 
school officials who feared that such a 
proposal would adversely affect 
school financing. 

It was that effort by school officials 
that so effectively confused the voters 
of this state in 1976. And, there ap- 
pears to belittle reason to believe that 
school officials will not again attempt 
to guarantee their own financial in- 
dependence at the expense of 
Michigan taxpayers.

The catalyst at that time was the 
county’s control over routing and 
financing of ‘Super Sewer’. 

Following several meetings by local 
officials, it became apparent that the 
commissioners were not really very 
interested in this part of the county. 
With the county’s Department of 
Public Works manned with a Detroit 
majority, it became just another game 
of power politics, with the power as 
usual in the hands of Detroit. 

It was during the heat of that issue 
that state Rep. Thomas Brown (D-37), 
presented the state House of 
Representatives with a proposal to 
separate existing Wayne County into 
two parts. The new governmental 
body thus formed would be called the 
County of Surburbia. 

While Brown’s resolution was met 
with snickers from his Lansing 
colleagues, many western Wayne 
county' officials did not feel that the 
subject was offered only in jest. 

After the brief flurry of comment 
following Brown’s proposal, the issue 
quietly died and little has been heard 
of it since. Until last week 

It was last week that Huron 
Township officially requested that its 
supervisor, John Puskar, look into the 


reasonable way the people of 
Michigan are going to control state, 
local and property taxes is by passing 
the Tax Limitation Amendment 
sponsored by Taxpayers United for 
Tax Limitation,” said Dr. Friedman. 

We agree, but would go one step 
further. 

We feel that this may be the last 
opportunity for Michigan to check the 
out-of-control spending that will most 
certainly drive the Michigan taxpayer 
to the brink of bankruptcy.

possibility of Huron seceding from 
Wayne County, and joining Monroe 
County. 

Cited as.the reason for the move was 
Wayne County’s apparent poor 
delivery of services to the township’s 
9,000 residents who must rely on the 
county for a substantial portion of 
their needs. In addition, Huron of- 
ficials feel that Wayne County, even if 
they were delivering necessary ser- 
vices, were charging too much for 
them. 

Monroe County taxes average about 
two-thirds of the Wayne County 
rates, and according to Huron of- 
ficials, even if Monroe did no more for 
the township than Wayne has done, 
their price was much more attractive. 
Bottom line. 

It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent that the tax burden placed on 
residents of Wayne County is both 
unfair and unbalanced in its eventual 
distribution. 

We can see no good reason for the 
residents of Western Wayne County to 
continue subsidizing the city of 
Detroit, while other neighboring 
counties, benefitting from the Detroit 
Metro area, do not. 

We suggested last year that the 
concept of the County of Surburbia 
was an interesting one, one worth 
further consideration. If for no other 
reason, the Detroit dominated county 
Board of Commissioners would 
become aware that western W'ayne 
county was a force not to be 
overlooked. 

We wish John Puskar and his Huron 
Township Board of Trustees luck in 
their dealings with Monroe County. 

But Huron Township, why don’t you 
take the rest of us with you?

Once again the eyes of the nation will be 
focused on California voters, but this time 
it is not the politicians that will be at- 
tracting the attention. 

On June 8, the California primary ballot 
will include the Jarvis-Gann Tax Initiative 
question. 

For any of you who have not heard about 
the controversial tax proposal authored by 
Howard Jarvis, former state legislator 
and long-time critic of big government, the 
plan would limit property tax to a mere 
one-percent of real value owned by the 
taxpayer. 

“Big deal,’’ you say. “So what,’’ you 

exclaim Well, if you take a look at your 

last tax bill you will probably find that 
your total property tax bill for last year 
came to around three-percent of your 
home’s market value. 

Of course, where you live will have a 
large effect on the total tax bill you are 
stuck with, but most of us are in the three- 
percent neighborhood, and a bad neigh- 
borhood it is. 

For most observers of the escalating tax 
scene, and that includes any of us who are 
presently still breathing, it has come as no 
large surprise that California would be the 
leader of any taxpayers' revoll For years 
we have heard about the abused and 
overburdened taxpayers of that state who 
have been forced to underwrite many 
grand and liberal programs regardless of 
cost. 

But take note!!! 

The abused taxpayer of California who 
lives in a $30,000 home has been paying 


around $620 per year in property tax. The 
Michigan taxpayer living in the same 
priced home, sans palm trees, paid around 
$900 in property taxes last year. 

And the game goes on and on. Michigan 
taxpayers living in an $80,000 home paid 
more than $2,600 in property taxes last 
year, while their abused counterparts in 
California paid a paltry $2,000. 

Do you get the message? 

Nationally, it has been conceded that the 
taxpayers of California have been over- 
burdened by property taxes, overburdened 
to the point of being forced out of their 
homes. 

But. during that same period of time, 
little if any comment has been made 
regarding the plight of the Michigan 
taxpayer, and his even larger burden.

A group of us were sitting around coffee- 
klatching when we got to talking about 
forgiving and forgetting. The way we got 
to talking about it is because a friend of my 
friend Myrtle was having a hard time 
forgiving her husband after he’d tried to 
shove her down the garbage disposal.

This morning, as I was gathering data 
for this column, I had the opportunity to sit 
and talk with a heroin addict. 

It was an incredible experience, in that I 
heard some things which are hard to ac- 
cept as fact; I heard some other things 
which simply cannot be published in a 
newspaper ; and I heard some things which 
both appalled and sickened me. 

Initially, the reader must understand 
that a drug abuser will tell an interviewer 
only what the user wants to tell. People 
like myself come from the square world 
and as such represent the establishment - 
whatever that might mean? We squares 
are often suspect! 

Hence, I have no illusions that this piece 
and the ones to follow in what I hope to be a 
series on substance abuse, will represent 
the definitive word. Interpretation and 
analysis must be the responsibility of the 
reader ; the only claim I make is that what 
I’ll write is a true account of what I have 
been, and will be told by users, 
professionals in the medical field, and 
others who flirt with the never-never world 
of substance abuse. 

The first interview was with a young 
lady, age 19 going on 40! She’d been ad- 
dicted to heroin for three years, and is now 
in a methadone maintenance program. 


To ask an addict why he or she started 
using drugs is as futile as asking why the 
grass is green or why oxygen is invisible. 

I heard the entire "it’s society’s fault” 
litany. It’s terribly convenient, I thought, 
to blame one’s personal lack of respon- 
sibility on another entity. By employing 
such tactics, the deviant is sure to have 
some segments of that same society fawn 
all over him or her pandering to every 
whimper. 

When I asked the young lady just what a 
person such as myself could have done or 
said that would have convinced her that 
sticking u needle in her arm was not a 
’cool’ thing to do, she replied with some 
words that I believe I’ll never forget. 

"You might not understand this,” she 
said, "but frankly there wasn’t a damn 
thing that anyone would have done or said 
three years ago to get through to me. Sure, 
I know now that living on dope is dumb and 
self-destructive. But take a good look at 
me -- it’s a little late for me to know now, 
isn’t it?" 

"Look man, my kidneys are all screwed 
up and so is my stomach. I’m 19 years old 
and already have been busted for shop 
lifting, hustling, and once as an accessory 
in an armed robbery. But what the hell, no 
one really cares anyway. Do you?" 


I was going to respond by saying that 
indeed I did care. But I thought better of 
such a response. It would play into her 
hand, and again I’d be in the position 
listening to another chapter in the poor- 
little-me story. 

I opted for a different response. "Con- 
sider the facts as they are. Obviously there 
are some folks who care because at this 
moment, you are being treated by a 
psychiatrist, a physician, a social worker, 
and a clergyman. Your food is provided, 
you have clothing and a decent place in 
which to live. If you took the time to think 
about it, you just might translate all of that 
into one simple word - love. 

"If these people didn’t care, do you 
really think they’d go to all the trouble 
they are going to and that society would 
spend so much money to try and help you 
through a situation that you must admit is 
partially your own doing?” 

With that sermon completed, I sat back 
confident that I’d scored heavily. How 
could she dispute the passion of my logic? 

Her eyes burned into mine. She smirked 
and then offered a gesture with one finger 
of her right hand which universally means 
“nuts to you!”

New county jail passes 
planning commission hyrdie 


Tlie pending new Wayne County 
jail is an immediate step closer 
following a public hearing and 
recommendation by the Detroit City 
Planning Commission to permit 
construction adjacent to police 
headquarters downtowa 

In a meeting May 11 . the Planning 
Commission recommended rezoning 
of the landon both sides of Macomb 
Street between Beaubien and St. 
'Antoine, which is an M L” shaped 
parcel directly east and south of 
^/Jpolice headquarters across from 
’Recorder’s Court and the existing 
'county jaiL 

If the site authorized by the 
council, groundbreaking far the jail 
will begin “within a matter of 
days,” said County Board Chairman 
Jarrette Simmons. 

Mrs. Simmons, after the hearing, 
said she was very 'thrilled” that the 
Planning Commission favored the 
proposed site and that no opposition 
was raised. 

“Every day of delay is costing us 
money, and the public is anxiously 
awaiting this occasion,” she added. 
“It has taken a lot of negotiations 
and debate, but at this point I think 
that all the major sources of concern 
are joined in agreement. We’re 
ready to go.” 


She said that letters already have 
been sent from the county com- 
missioners and Board of Auditors to 
other elected officials and numerous 
community' leaders asking them to 
plan for a jail-site dedication late 
this-month or early June. The exact 
date will be announced after the City 
Council decision May 22, she ex- 
plained. 

“Aside from the voters who have 
individually approved this jail 
construction, many specific persons 
and organizations have been par- 
ticularly important to this project, 
and we are trying to make sure that 
everybody who is deserving is in- 
cluded,” Mrs. Simmons said 

County Commissioner Richard E. 
Manning from Bedford was the 
Commissioners’ chief spokesman at 
the hearing. He is chairman of a 
special subcommittee formed to 
speed the new jail construction. 

Manning pointed out that the 600- 
cell, 13-story facility will employ 300 
people to patronize Greektown shops 
everyday. About 200 of these will be 
in addition to those already working 
in the criminal justice complex. 

TTie south part of the “L” shaped 
plot will include a 30-foot tall ad- 
ministration building and a two- 
story parking structure for 110 
vehicles. 


“We are planning construction 
that will last 50 to 60years and will in 
every way possible enhance 
Greektown and certainly not 
overpower it, “Manning stressed. 
“We’ve considered other sites and 
other configurations, but this is the 
one we are now convinced will 
provide us with the ’biggest bang for 
the dollar’ the voters have 
authorized us to use.” • 

Manning noted that employees of 
City General Hospital occupy about 
500 spaces in the parking garage 
next door, which they will relinquish 
when the hospital relocates to the 
medical-center development about 
three miles north. 

Manning said that the jail will 
require up to two years for con- 
struction, during which time the 
hospital will be moved.

Michiga n bar patrons may soon be 
able to compete in disco dance 
contests and play backgammon or 
Monopoly in licensed establishments 
under proposed amendments to the 
rules of the Liquor control Com- 
mission of the Department of 
Commerce. 

The commission is considering a 
variety of changes in its regulations 
governing entertainment and 
gambling in restaurants and bars 
with licenses to sell alcoholic 
beverages 

Among the proposed changes are 
revisions which would allow liquor 
licensees to have contests in con- 
junction with dancing if certain 
provisions are met 

The rules currently say the 6nly 
audience participation allowed in 
entertainment is community 
singing. 

Unerthe proposed rules, licensees 
also could advertise contests under 
certain conditions, although » they 
wouldn’t be permitted to give away 
liquor as a prize 

The commission also has made 
revisions to its rules on gambling 
and gaming. Present regulations list 
specific paraphernalia such as slot 
machines, punch or pull boards and 
dice games as banned items. The 
proposed rules prohibit only 
“unlawful gaming on licensed 
premises and gambling devices on 
the licensed premises which are 
prohibited by the statutes of the 
State of Michigan.” 

That means such dee games as 
Monopoly and backgammon would 
be allowed. 

Copies of the proposed amend- 
ments are available from Walter 
Keck, Hearings and Appeals Sec- 
tion, Liquor Control Commission. 


POAM head blasts 
wage restraints 


The executive director of the 
state-wide Police Officers 
Association of Michigan, Carl 
Parsell, warned members, at- 
tending a recent meeting POAM 
delegate, not to “fall for” President 
Carter’s call for wage restraints 
during their contract negotiations. 

“TTie city fathers and county 
commissioners never question cost 
overruns on construction projects,” 
Parsell said. “They always have the 
money to purchase new equipment 
and vote themselves pay raises.

“I’m telling you, that we ll quit 
asking for more money when they 
quit raising the prices in the 
supermarket.

When they put a freeze on price 
hikes, we’ll put a freeze on pay 
hikes.” 

Parsell also lashed out against a 
proposal to construct an amusement 
theme park in the Kensington

Park rangers, water safety 
supervisors and other Huron-Clinton 
metropark personnel join with the 
Water Safety Department of the 
American Red Cross in offering 
these water safety tip6 : 

—Learn to swim well enough to 
survive in an emergency. 

—Do not swim alone and swim 
only with a “buddy” who has the 
ability to help when necessary. 

—Swim only in supervised areas, 
such as at beaches or pools and only 
when lifeguards are on duty. Stay 
within the markers to avoid conflicts 
with boats. 

—Do not dive or jump into 
unknown waters. 

—Follow the rules established for 
the particular pool, beach or 
waterfront where you are swim- 
ming. 

—Do not swim long distances out 
from shore. Swim parallel to the 
shore so that if you become tired you 
can still touch bottom. 

—Know your limitations and do 
not overestimate your ability. 

—Do not try to swim long 
distances, either on the surface or 
underwater. Do not try to swim 
under objects such as diving rafts 
and boats. 

—If you are overheated, stay out 
of the water and cool off before 
returning to the water. Although the 
water temperature may not be very 
low, if you are overheated, it can be 
a shock to your system. 


—Stay out of the water im- 
mediately after eating. Wait long 
enough for digestion to take palace. 

—Stay out of the water during 
electrical storms. 

—Do not substitute inflated tubes, 
air mattresses, or other artificial 
supports for swimming ability. 

—Avoid long periods of immersion 
and overexposure to the sun. 

—Watch children closely 
whenever they are near the water 
and-or in the water. 

—Be especially careful early in 
the season. At this time persons are 
often not in good cbndition as they 
were the previous summer. Also the 
cold water drains energy much 
faster than warmer water later in 
the season. 

—Take instructions under 
qualified instructors before par- 
ticipating in such aquatic sports as 
skin and scuba diving and water- 
skiing. 

—Call for “Help" only when you 
are in trouble and really need it. 

—Water safety is everyone’s 
responsibility, even when lifeguards 
are on duty.

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With $245,000 federal grant 


County implements career, job network 


Wayne County has received a 
$245,000 federal grant to implement 
a computerized career and job in- 
formation network in 38 suburban 
communities and the core cities of 
Higland Park and Hamtramck. It 
was announced jointly by Jarrette 
Simmons and Richard E. Manning, 
chairman and vice-chairman 
respectively of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners. 

The announcement came at the 
county’s grand opening for the new 
job information system held May 9, 
at John Glenn High School in 
Westland. Approximately 25 
members of the senior class were on 
hand to try out the new system, 
which is designed primarily to help 


youth find summer arid permanent 
employment opportunities and 
career information. 

Simmons said the network would 
consist of 50 computer terminals 
scattered throughout suburban 
Wayne County that would be hooked 
up to a computer housed at the 
Wayne County Intermediate School 
District in Wayne. 

"The computer will feed up-to- 
date job information from the data 
banks of the Michigan Occupational 
Information System (MOIS), based 
in Lansing, to anyone who is keying 
in questions at one of the terminals," 
Simmons said. "Data on more than 
350 occupations — including 
educational and skill requirements, 


job availability in southeastern 
Michigan. pa\ scales and even 
whether or not your personality is 
suited to a particular job — will be 
available by simply touching a 
computer key " 

County officials expert all ter- 
minals to be installed within the next 
few- weeks 


Manning said the terminals will be 


placed in schools, libraries, em- 
ployment offices and other selected 
sites where vocational counseling 
can be provided. 

"Although the program is 
basically directed at youth, it will 
serve adults in some instances,*' 
Manning said

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The federal grant came from the 
Department of Labor under CETA 
I itle III. known as the Youth 
Employment Training Program, 
and was awarded to the Wayne 
County Offk of Manpower, which is 
administering the program. 

Edward R Koch, Deputy 
Director. County Office of Man- 
I wer, said that the terminals are 
l*‘ing alloted on the basis of student 
population: one terminal for every 
5,000 students. 

Some communities will have to 
shoe a terminal. " he said "It’s up 
to the municipal officials and the 
school districts to decide exactly 
where they want the terminals." 

Koch said that the communities 
applying for a terminal must meet 
certain conditions. They must, for 
example, make the terminals ac- 
cessible to all youth, including non- 
students and also provice a trained 
staff at the site to help users find and 
interpret information 

Koch said that the host com- 
munities will receive the service 
free of charge from the county for 
the first three years — with the 
possible exception of a minimal fee 
paid to the state for updating the 
MOIS job information files, 
assuming federal grant funds 
continue to be approved by the 
Department of Labor. 

At the end of the three years, the 
computer and terminals will belong 
to the Intermediate School District, 
according to terms of the grant 
proposal. The proposal authorizes 
the Intermediate School District to 
"lease the terminals and service to 
host communities for a reasonable 
lee," Koch reported. 


Koch said that computer ter- 
minals have been designated to 
service all 40 outcounty com- 
munities Some host communities 
have already agreed upon a 
location; others are expected to 
decide before the end of this month. 

Those hosts — most are school 
districts — that will receive one 
computer terminal are Allen Park, 
Cherry Hill, Crestwood, Dearborn 
Heights, Garden City, Grosse 
Pointe, Hamtramck, Harper Woods, 
Huron Township, Inkster (location: 
Milton Center on Henry Ruff Road), 
Lincoln Park, Melvindale-Northem 
Allen Park, North Dearborn 
Heights, Northville (location: 
Northville High School), Redford 
Union, Romulus (location: Romulus 
High School), Southgate, South 
Redford, Trenton, Westwood, 
Woodhaven and Wyandotte. 

Those hosts will share a terminal 
are: Ecorse paired with River 
Rouge, Flat Rock with Gibralter, 
Grosse He with Riverview. Highland 
Park will receive two terminals; 
Plymouth-Canton school districts 
will share three terminals, with two 
located at Canton and Salem High 
Schools. Taylor will have four ter- 
minals and the Wayne-Westland 
district (with one placed at John 
Glenn High School) will have four 
and share one with Van Buren 
Township. Van Buren Township also 
will have a terminal of its own. Ten 


additional terminals will be placed 
by Manpower, for a total of 50. 

Koch said that the Office of 
Manpower also will establish four 
career resource centers in local 
schools to further help "the high 
school graduate and those who leave 
school early make a successful 
transition from school to work. 
Services will include tutoring and 
job placement.” 

The resource centers will be 
located in the North Dearborn 
Heights, Romulus, Garden City and 
Wayne-Westland districts. 

Manning added: "This important 
new service to county residents 
comes at a time when thousands of 
our young people will be graduating. 
The important decisions they will 
have to make in their first years of 
college, vocational training or at 
their first place of employment will 
be greatly aided by the use of this 
job information system."

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Medicare and nursing homes 

What that insurance will and won 't cover

In the United States today, nearly 
nine outof 10 nursing home residents 
are over 85, and 55 of every 1,000 
persons in this age group are 
residents of nursing homes. 

Although these ‘nursing home” 
residents are of Medicare age, 
there’s agood chance Medicare isn’t 
paying for their stay 
Medicarequalifies certain nursing 


homes as “skilled nursing facilities” 
or SNFs — extensions of hospitals. 
In fact. Medicare hospital insurance 
helps pay for care only if all of five 
key conditions exist. 

(1.) You must have been in a 
hospital at least three days in a row 
(not counting the day of discharge) 
before you transfer to a skilled 
nursing facility 

(2) You must be transferred to the 
SNF because you require care for a 
condition which was treated in the 
hospital. 

(3) You must be admitted to the 
SNF within a short time (generally 


14 days) after you leave the hospital. 

t4) A doctor must certify that you 
need and actually receive skilled 
nursing or skilled rehabilitation 
services on a daily basis. 

(5) The SNFs Utilization Review 
Committee or a Professional 
Standards Review Organization 
(PSRO) does not disapprove your 
stay. 

By skilled nursing care, Medicare 
means care that can only be per- 
formed by, or under the supervision 
of, licensed nursing personnel 
Skilled rehabilitation services may 
include physical occupational or

Folks in nursing homes who are 
not covered by Medicare generally 
are there for what Medicare con- 
siders “custodial care,” or for 
skilled care on an occasional basis 
like once or twice a week. And, there 
are some specific items Medicare 
excludes for all recipients like 
television, telephone, private du\y 
nurses, and extra charges for a 
private room (unless your doctor 
says you must have it). 

Whenyoustay in a SNF is covered 
by Medicare, the hospital insurance 
will pay for up to 100 days. If you 
leave a SNF and are readmitted 
within 14 days, you do not have to 
have a new three-day stay in a 
hospital, and you can use what’s left 
of your 100 Medicare days. 

However, for each stay (also 
called a benefit period) Medicare 
pays for all covered services for the 


first 20 days. After that it pays all 
except $18 a day. 

This daily allowance takes care of 
your semi-private room, your 
meals, regular nursing services, 
rehabilitation services, cfrugs fur- 
nished by the SNF, medical and 
supplies and the use (but not per- 
sonal purchase) of equipment like a 
wheelchair. Items of durable 
medical equipment are covered in 
certain instances only for use in the 
patient’s home, not a skilled nursing 
facility. 

Your doctor bills while you are in 
a SNF are paid for by Medicare the 
same as if you were in a hospital. 
The medical insurance (Part B) 
portion of Medicare provides this 
coverage 

You should always make sure that 
the persons or organizations 
providing services are approved for 
Medicare payments. They are 
termed “Medicare Participating.” 
If you are not sure, ask them. 


Rep. Ford denounces 
new postal rate hike 


OEDP will help 
attract fed money 


Help for local com- 
munities in the at- 
-rwjction of federal 
m *tfey is on its way 
blowing the first 
nesting of the “newly 
formed” Overall 
(Economic Development 
^Program Committee 
(OEDP) for Wayne 
County. 

Jarrette Simmons, 
chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of 
Commissioners, ex- 
plained that formation 
of the committee was 
necessary to enable the 
43 communities in 
Wayne County to 
compete for dollars of 
the federal Economic 
Development Ad- 
ministration. 

“In 1979, the federal 
government expects to 
set aside more than $625 
million to be used by 
local communities that 
are suffering an 
unemployment rate of 


6*6 percent or more to 
encourage economic 
expansion and new 
developments,” Sim- 
mons said. “Com- 
munities within the 
county can now vie with . 
other localities 
throughout the country 
for a substantial portion 
of those funds, so long as 
the entire state receives 
no more than 15 percent 
of the total allotment.” 

The OEDP committee 
will help the local 
communities by in- 
vestigating the needs 
and resources of the 
county and developing a 
strategy for develop- 
ment project ideas 
which willbe acceptable 
to the federal govern- 
ment on the basis of 
their permanent jobs- 
producing potential. 
Without this priority- 
setting committee, the 
County could not qualify 
for EDA funds. 

At its first session. 


May 12, the 24-member 
committee received 
background information 
from State Economic 
Development 
Representative James 
Collison, Regional EDA 
community planners 
Janet Cypra and Art 
Leonard and the County 
Planning Commission. 

Collison described the 
formation of OEDP 
committee as the 
forerunner for local 
control of federal grant 
programs, which local 
communities have been 
seeking in federal fund 
development. 

The committee asked 
Joseph D. Crea, chief 
system supervisor of 
Detroit Edison, to serve 
as its acting chairman 
until the next meeting in 
June. At that time the 
committee will take up 
the matter of election of 
officers and formal 
structure 


Congressman William D. Ford (D-15th District) 
has expressed outrage at the Postal Rate Com- 
mission’s rejection of his citizen postal rate 
proposal, which would have established a 13-cent 
stamp for personal mail. 

Ford said he was “unable to understand the 
commission’s utter disregard of the people’s 
needs’ ’ 

“What Congress had in mind when it created the 
Postal Rate Commission,” Congressman Ford said, 
“was a vigilant regulatory agency that would stand 
up to powerful lobbying groups representing 
business mail users. We looked to the commission to 
begin showing some interest in lifting from the 
shoulders of individual mail users the heavy burden 
of paying the difference between actual operating 
costs and the preferential rates enjoyed by 
business. 

“Instead, I find that we- have put our trust in a 
group of appointed officials who apparently per- 
ceive their role as protecting the cut-rate postage 
prices given to business. The commission, in effect, 
is telling the American citizen: Took out for your- 
self, because we’re here to take care of business 
mailers’. 

Congressman Ford pointed out that his bill — HR 
7537, The Citizens’ Postal Rate Relief Act of 1977 — 
would be re-introduced soon in “improved form” 
and that he had been assured of early hearings by 
Rep. James H. Hanley (D-NY), chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on Postal Operations and 
Services. 

“I trust my colleagues who already have in- 
dicated their support for a 13-cent rate paid by 
individuals sending personal mail by co-sponsoring 
my bill, will help to right this injustice perpetrated 
by the Republican-dominated Postal Rate Com- 
mission,” Congressman Ford said.

but also permit corporations to write off their 
postage costs. 

“This means that while the private citizen is 
paying 13 cents to mail a letter,” he said, the 
corporations are actually paying only about 6M* 
cents.” 

Congressman Ford’s criticism of the Postal Rate 
Commssion followed its decision on the U.S. Postal 
Service request for changes in various postal rates 
and services. Included was a proposal for a 13-cent 
“citizen rate” for personal mail sent by individuals, 
which would continue after regular first class 
postage rises to 16 cents. 

Ex-Postmaster General Benjamin Bailar had 
added the citizen rate request to the proposals 
submitted to the rate commission after an en- 
dorsement by President Carter. The President 
decal ared that “as a matter of national policy it 
would be in the public interest to pursue the concept 
of a citizen rate first-class postage for use by con- 
sumers.”

Mahalak announces new rec programs 






State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak 
(D-38th District) and State Sen. 
James DeSana (EMith District) 
have announced a series of state- 
funded recreation improvements in 
the downriver area and Monroe 
County. 

At the same time, Mahalak and 
DeSana have accused the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR) 
of taking revenues from fines for 
industrial pollution in the downriver 
and Monroe areas and using them 
for recreation projects elsewhere. 

Plans announced by Mahalak and 
DeSana include an interpretive 
center at Point Mouille and fishing 
site improvements in GibraJter, 
Trenton and Erie Township, 

The two legislators have objected 
to pollution fines from the downriver 
communities and Monroe County 
being used for recreational benefits 
for other parts of the state, mainly 
Detroit. 

“If this money which is sizeable, 
should benefit anyone, it should 
benefit the communities where it 
came from,” Mahalak and DeSana 
said in a joint statement. “The 
people of these communities are the 
ones who have to live with the 
pollution and its problems. 

“It is simple justice that fines 
from local polluters, such as 
chemical plants, steel plants and 
other industries, stay at home and 
be used for local recreation im- 
provements. Instead, the Depart-

ment of Natural Resources sees fit 
to spread this money into Detroit 
and all over the state.” 

As an example, they pointed to 
plans to spend $750,000 on im- 
provements at the State 
Fairgrounds in Detroit, as well as 
$2.2 million for fishing im- 


provements on the Grand River in 
western Michigan. 

The only major project in the 
Monroe County — Downriver area, 
is the Pointe Mouille interpretive 
center, a wildlife program that will 
cost an estimated $500,000. The 
wetlands waterfowling center will 


contain ecological exhibits, a special 
waterfowl area, laboratories for use 
by students, and an auditorium for 
informational and educational 
programs. 

The fishing site improvements 
include fishing piers in Gibraltar, 
and Harrison Street Park in Tren- 


ton, as wellasa parking lot on North 
Stearns Road in Erie Township. 

The projects are part of the first 
phaseof t he proposed Department of 
Natural Resources urban recreation 
program, which will cost $10.1 
million. 

"The Downriver — Monroe County 


projects are important, particularly 
the Point Mouille center, which will 
utilize one of the state's finest 
waterfowl areas,” Mahalak and 
DeSana said, "but we feel that, in 
light of the pollution fines that come 
from that area, much more should 
be done.” 


Taking a summer trip 
should be more fun than 
planning it By year- 
end, 39.5 million people 
will vacation by auto in 
the UnitedStates.

The most frequent 
malady plaguing 
summer drivers is hot 
weather combined with 
long hours on the road. 
Extremely warm 
weather can make the 
gas in your car's fuel 
system vaporize 
resulting in "vapor 
lock.” This causes your 
car to behave as if it is 
out of gas. 

High temperatures 
also can tigger “per- 
colation” — the flooding 
of your car's engine 
with fuel. Your car will 
stop and refuse to start. 

If you fall victim to 
either “vapor lock” or 
"percolation.” the 
immediate solution is to 
cool the engine by 
raising the hood. 

Another problem you 
don’t need on a hot 
sunny day is a tire 
“blowout. ” Road 
friction and hot sunny 
days have been known 
to generate more heat 
than your ties can 
handle, expecially those 
which are old and worn. 
Making certain that 
your tires are aligned 
and inflated properly, 


and that your car is not 
overloaded, will help. 
Follow the tire 
manufacturer’s air 
pressure and load 
specifications to 
prevent possible 
problems in these areas. 

If you are towing a 
trailer in hot weather, ' 
do not rely on your 
brakes as much as you 
ordinarily would. 
Misusing your brakes 
can cause the brake 
drums to become ex- 
tremely hot When the 
drums overheat, the 
hydraulic brake fluid 
can reach its boiling 
point and cause a 
hazardous condition 
which could lead to 
brake failure. Use the 
transmission’s lower 
gear to go down steep 
grades, allowing your 
engine to brake the 
descent. When using 
your brakes, far less 
heat will build up, if yo 
apply constant gentle 
braking pressure. Keep 
in mind that brakes 
require up to 30 minutes 
to cool when they are 
hot. 

Air conditioners may 
add to your comfort on 
hot days; but they add 
an extra load to your 
car’s engine. In stop- 
and-go traffic on 
smoldering days or at 
high altitudes, you may 
have to give your air 
conditioner a rest by 
turning it off to reduce 
some of the load on the 
engine.

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County board voices opposition 
to Juvenile Justice Code revisions 


TTie Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners again has voted its 
opposition to proposed revision of 
the State juvenile justice code— this 
time because of the $6 .8 million price 
tag for the county. 

Last December, the board op- 
posed the proposed revisions on 
grounds that the removal of 
“status” offenses (truancy and 


curfew violations) from Juvenile 
Court jurisdiction would deprive 
parents of control over their own 
chilcfren. 

The board’s latest expression of 
opposition was voted at a May 11 
meeting of the Ways and Means 
Committee, consisting of all 27 
commissioners. Formal board 
action was expected May 18. 


“The legislation now pending 
would saddle Wayne County 
Juvenile Coirt with complex new 
procedures which would cost $6.8 
million per year,” explained 
Commissioner Samuel A. Turner 
(D-Detroit), Ways and Means 
chairman. “We alreacfy face a 
potential budget deficit of up to $12 
million There is no way we can 


Ford bills encourage 
solar energy usage 


A sweeping package of bills to 
encourage the development of solar 
energy and other renewable energy 
courses has been co-sponsored by 
Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District). 

Congressman Ford introduced 
the legislation with a group of other 
representatives who have formed a 
Solar Coalition to work on the 
nation’s energy problems. 

Last year, Ford and the others 
introduced nine solar-related bills, 
of which eight have either been 
passed or were included in the 
National Energy Act, now in con- 
ference between the House and 
Senate. 

The new legislation was described 
by Congressman Ford as a com- 


prehensive package of bills to 
promote the use of renewable 
energy equipment by homeowners, 
small business, agriculture and the 
federal government. It also calls for 
more extensive study of new energy 
forms and for expanded solar loan 
programs. 

A key part of the package would be 
the establishment of a Solar Energy 
Bank, with a $5 billion revolving 
fund to provide long-term, low- 
interest loans for the purchase and 
installation of solar energy systems 
in commercial and residential 
buildings. 

In addition, the Small Business 
Administration would be authorized 
to make loans to assist any small 
business in financing the purchase, 


installation. marketing or 
distribution of solar energy 
equipment, or other renewable 
energy systems such as those based 
on hydraulics, wind or geothermal 
energy. 

“The Solar Coalition is working 
toward the day when we can 
eliminate our dependence on 
petroleum as a major energy 
source,” Ford said. "This also will 
mean the end of our dependence on 
other nations for a sizeable share of 
our energy needs.” 

Congressman Ford noted that the 
coalition efforts have been endorsed 
by a varied group of organizations, 
including conservation groups, labor 
unions, business organizations and 
consumer groups. 


PCHA board approves 
employee salary change 


By an unanimous vote, the 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority’s (PCHA) Board of 
Directors has authorized a salary 
adjustment for all salaried em- 
ployees of its five hospitals — An- 
napolis in Wayne, Beyer Memorial 
in Ypsilanti, Heritage in Taylor, 
Outer Drive in Lincoln Park and 
Seaway in Trenton. * 

Effective the first pay period in 
May, the employees will receive a 
sue percent increase. An additional 
one percent will be granted in the 
first pay period of July. 

According to John J. Freysinger, 
PCHA executive director, the an- 
niversary date for salaried em- 
ployees’ adjustments is being moved 
to July 1 because “hospitals in 
Michigan have negotiated a contract 
with Blue Cross-Blue Shield of 
Michigan which calls for the 
establishment of budgets and 
provides for incentives for cost 
control, planned on a fiscal year 
basis.” 


Hesaid that it was thus considered 
desirable to adjust the anniversary 
date for salary’ improvements to 
coincide with the same fiscal year. 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved the appointment of Dennis 
Dishong of Detroit to the position of 
administrator of the PCHA Seaway 
Hospital in Trenton. Dishong is 
currently the administrator of the 
Kirwood Hospital in Detroit. 

He replaces Lawrence T. Riesser 
who was named to the ad- 
ministrator’s position at the An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne. 

Frederick J. Barton, a former 
administrative assistant at the 
PCHA Central Office in Wayne, and 
currently president of the Pontiac 
General Hospital in Pontiac, was 
named to the newly created position 
of director of planning-service 
programs. Both Dishong and Barton 
are expected to begin at PCHA 
within six to eight weeks 
For the first time in the 33-year 
history of the PCHA, a board 


member has been named to an 
emeritus position. Russell V. White, 
who served on the Board of Direc- 
tors for 31 years, was recognized in a 
board resolution applauding his 
remarkable tenure, which stands as 
a record for service on the board. 

In ceremonies held last week, 
White was presented with a plaque 
from the PCHA, which spelled out 
his many contributions throughout 
the years. 


absorb the horrendous additional 
costs of this new legislation.” 

Striking a related theme, the 
Ways and Means Committee op- 
posed pending state legislation 
which would add two circuit judges 
to the 33-judge Wayne County bench 
unless the state also provides the 
$300,000 annual cost of operating 
each additional courtroom. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
acted after hearing Chief Juvenile 
Court Judge Y. Gladys Barsamian 
express her opposition to the 
juvenile justice revisions for the 
same reasons. 

In addition to “prohibitive” higher 
costs, Judge Barsamian charged, 
the revisions would “deal a death 
blow to the Juvenile Court system of 
Michigan.” 

“It represents an attack on the 
fundamental institutions of our 
society— the family, the school and 
the police,” Barsamian said. 

The judge earlier had expressed 
her opposition in an appearance 
before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee in Lansing. 

The proposed code revisions are 
contained in two identical measures, 
House Bill 6184 and Senate Bill 1463. 

Barsamian charged that removal 
of status offenders from Juvenile 
Court jurisdiction will allow 
children “to run the streets without 
control” and require policy simply 
to drive curfew violators home. 

She said the revisions would 
require a tremendous increase in 
Juvenile Court staff— six more 
judges, 20 more referees, 34 more 
prosecutors and 45 more cour- 
trooms— and make the county’s new 
James H. Lincoln Hall of Juvenile 
Justice obsolete before it ever opens 
next year. 

Alfred N. Montgomery, director of 
the Detroit-Wayne County Criminal 
Justice Coordinating Council, told 
the commissioners itcould cost up to 
$12 million more to operate Juvenile 
Court at its current efficiency level. 
He recommended that the Board of 
Commissioners oppose the 
legislation “until such* time as full 
and completely adequate state 
funding is guaranteed.” 

Turner said proposed revisions 
also practically erase the distinction 
between children and adults in the 
court process, thus undermining the 
court’s effectiveness in dealing with 
the specialized problems involving 
juveniles. 

Meanwhile, the county board’s 
Financial Crisis Committee 
recommended a new policy designed 


to further tighten the lid on spen- 
ding. 

Tne policy would require board 
committees to identify funding 
sources from the departments under 
their jurisdiction in recommending 
additional appropriations for the 
balance of this year.

Senate panel approves new tax relief 


The Senate Finance Committee 
today approved three bills to provide 
Michigan senior citizens with an 
additional 170 million in property tax 
relief a year, according to the 
committee chairman, State Sen. 
Patrick H. McCollough, a Dearborn 
Democrat. 

One of the bills approved by the 


committee, SB 1387, sponsored by 
McCollough, exempts seniors with 
household incomes lower than 
$10,000 from all property taxes. The 
state would reimburse local 
governments for the cost of the 
exemption. 

Another proposal the committee 
approved, SB 270, increases 


property tax relief for elderly 
renters making less than $13,000 and 
also provides additional relief to 
senior homeowners earning between 
$10,000 and $13,000. This legislation 
was sponsored by Sen. Jack Faxon 
of Detroit. 

Under the third bill passed, SB 101 , 
the eligible age for claiming senior 


citizens’ homestead property tax 
credit would be lowered from 65 to 
62. Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-Westland) sponsored this 
proposal. The age limit for claiming 
the property tax exemption under 
SB 1387 also is 62. 

“Currently, many of our older 
senior citizens experience great 


Faust measure would eliminate 
auto, motorcycle insurance woes 


difficulty in paying property taxes 
and then experience another in- 
convenience by waiting for the tax 
credit to be returned,” McCollugh 
said. “I am confident that these 
proposals will creatlv reduce these 
problems and create a more ef- 
ficient and fair property tax system 
for Michigan.” 

“In addition, with the pre ninary 
1978 state equalized valuation of 
property in Michigan estimated to 
be $1 billion higher than set forth in 
the governor's budget, school aid 
costs to the state will be reduced by 


more than $20 million at the expense 
of local taxpayers who will be 
paying significantly more,” Mc- 
Collough said. "I’m interested in 
seeing this savings to the state 
passed to those property taxpayers 
in most need of relief.” 

“Enactment of this legislation is- 
needed to offset the escalating 
property taxes which have so 
severely burdened the senior 
citizens of this state,” McCollough 
added. “I urge my colleagues in the 
Michigan Senate to give prompt 
approval of these three bUls.” 


A measure that would eliminate 
discrimination in automobile and 
motorcycle insurance rates no later 
than Sept. 30 has been introduced by 
State Sen. William Faust (D-13th 
District), 

Faust, who is serving his second 
year as Senate Majority Leader, 
said the proposed legislation would 
benefit thousands of Michigan 


residents who have been forced to 
pay exorbitant insurance rates 
because of arbitrary factors. 

“This year the Michigan 
Legislature is taking major steps to 
assure each and every resident that 
they will be able to purchase 
essential insurance for their homes, 
their automobiles and their 
businesses,” Faust said. “Likewise, 


the legislature must assure those 
residents that the insurance rates 
they are charged will not be 
discriminatory.” 

Faust’s proposal would prohibit 
insurance companies from charging 
different rates for the same 
coverage because of sex, marital 
status, age, residence, location of 
risk, handicap or lawful occupation.

vasion of massasaugas took place at 
Wurtsmith Air Force Base near 
Oscoda.

filled in or drained,” Hager writes, 
“the snakes’ living patterns are 
disrupted and they may go far afield 
in attempts to establish new routes 
and feeding areas and soon— kind of 
like being victims of cultural shock, 
like country cousins from the 
boondocks suddenly having to make 
it in the streets of Detroit. 

“Another factor, especially last 
summer, may be drought. In the 
typical midyear heat, the fringes of 
the swamp dry up, so the 
massasaugas move elsewhere. Last 
year, with water tables in many 
areas of Michigan at record low 
levels, some swamps dried out 
completely and other usually moist 
locations also disappeared. So, 
many of the snakes may have been 
forced into ranging into new areas 
in the search for hospitable 
lodgings.” 

Most observers believe the 
massasauga population actually is 
decreasing instead of rising. 
Clarence Owens, a biology teacher 
at Jackson Parkside High School 
who keeps a large snake collection 


there is quoted as saying: “I’m sure 
the massasauga population still is 
going down, although that’s just an 
intelligent guess. Nobocty knows for 
certain, of course, because the snake 
hasn’t been studied that much.” 

Although no healthy adult 


is 


known to have suffered a fatal bite 
from a rattlesnake in Michigan, 
Hager emphasizes that “the 
massasauga menace whould be 
neither overstated nor un- 
derstated.’’ Hecitesacase involving 
a bite by a pygmy rattlesnake, a 


smaller northern cousin of the 
massasauga. 

“TTie victim was nicked on the 
finger by a nine-inch youigster, a 
bite seemingly so minor that 
treatment was deferred at first,” 
Hager writes. “Swelling affected the 
entire arm and extended into the 
body, with discoloration. Fhe finger 
turned black. One day after the bite, 
the victim was dizzy and faint. The 
swelling finally dissipated about 10 
days after the bite, but full mobility 
of the finger still hadn’t returned 
after a year and a half.”

Everyone, regardless 
of age or place of birth, 
must now submit 
evidence of age, identity 
and U S. citizenship or 
lawful admission status 
when applying for a 
Special Security 
number according to 
Robert Long, branch 
manager of the Inkster 
Social Security Office. 

These procedures are 
ntended to help protect 
the applicant’s Social 
Security record, assure 
that it is complete and 
accurate and to prevent 
anyone else from 
misusing or abusing the 
person’s Social Security 
number, Long said. 

A person who needs a 
duplicate Social 
Security card to replace 
one lost or to show a new 
name must now present 


evidence of identity 
before the new card can 
be issued. 

The best evidence of a 
person’s age and U S. 
citizenship is a birth 
certificate.

wine tasting can take to 
any type of entertaining 
since it’s easy to 
organize, requires no 
outlandish equipment 
(just one wine glass per 
guest), no cooking and 
the simplest planning. 

To begin, choose four 
or five cheeses, 
selecting those that 
offer a variety of flavors 
from mild to sharp and 
a blend of textures from 
creamy smooth to firm , 
taking into con- 
sideration also the 
shape and color con- 
trasts available. Then 
select an equal number 
of wines, following a 
simple rule for selec- 
tion: the milder the 

cheese, the more 
mellow the wine; and 
the sharper flavored the 
cheese, the more robust 
the wine. Allow Vfe pound 
of cheese and Vz bottle of 
wine per guest. 

Cheeses should be 
served at room tem- 
perature if you’re to 
enjoy their true flavors. 
Remove full-flavored 
cheese from the 
.refrigerator an hour 
"before serving. Milder 


cheese can be taken out 
one half hour in ad- 
vance. Cut cheese into 
bite-sized pieces just 
before serving or 
arrange wedges or 
rounds of cheese with 
cheese knives on a 
showy platter for a 
more casual, do-it- 
yourself approach. 

Generally appetizer 
wines, white wines, 
rose’ and sparkling 
wines should be chilled 
about three hours in the 
refrigerator before 
serving. Red wines are 
best at room tem- 
perature and should be 
opened an hour before 
serving to give them a 
chance to breathe. 
Provide a pitcher of 
water for rinsing out 
glasses between 
tastings along with a 
container into which 
the used water and 
unwanted wine can be 
discarded. 


When tasting, begin 
with the mild cheeses 
and mellow wines and 
then move on to the 
sharper cheeses and 
more robust wines. 
Cubes of French bread 
or an assortment of 
crackers should be 
served to eat between 
tastings. This is done to 
clear one flavor away 
before tasting another 
combination.

No problem! Simply add one tablespoon vinegar or lemon juice to one cup 
sweet milk or cream. Let it stand for a few minutes before using. (Personal 
note: I find that using warm milk starts the souring action much more 
quickly.) 


You’re in the midst of making a grated carrot salad or a crunchy apple 
salad and you decide to toss in a few raisins. But — you find them hard to the 
touch or stuck together and wonder whether or not they can still be used. 

First off, if you’re storing them in the ‘fridge as you should, you WILL find 
them a bit hard. Don’t despair and NEVER toss them out. A simple bath in 
hot, hot water for about five minutes will restore them to their original 
plumpness. Drain thoroughly in a sieve or strainer before using.

This fast growing vine 
has brown, hairy stems 
with coiling tendrils and 
three-part, glossy green 
leaves with brown veins 
and hairy undersides. 

Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists suggest 
potting the grape ivy in 
a standard houseplant 
potting mix. Water 
when the soil surface 
dries to keep the soil 
around the roots 
moderately moist at all 
times. Be careful not to 
overwater — this will 
cause the leaves to 
yellow. 

The grape ivy grows 
best in the light near a 
sunny window, but it 
will survive in the light

The “Tin Lizzie” is on it’s way to becoming one of 
the areas finest restaurants. The family style 
diining, under the guiding hand of Mike Russell, is 
tops 

Located on Belleville Road, just north of 1-94, the 
restaurant was built in 1975, and opened as a fast 
food operation It was floundering somewhat when 
the owner, Nickerson’s of Omaha, Nebraska, 
decided to try and change the concept, and hired 
Mike Russell, who re-ju vena ted the business 
creating a quality restaurant. 

Russell, 32, is a good looking man. and as general 
manager, has a long list of accomplishments behind 
him to back up his desire to make the “Tin Lizzie”, 
a “reservation only” restaurant. 

Mike is assisted by Larry Williams, 32, assistant 
manager on day operations, and Abdul Yusuph, 32, 
the assistant manager on night operations. 

Also on the staff, are eight cooks and 10 
waitresses, as well as a hostess Each person is 
cordial, always with a smile on their face... nice to 
see.. . 

The entire menu is Mike’s creation From 
chopped sirloin for the light eater, to rack of lamb, 
scallops provencale, and roast duckling with 
Cumberland sauce In addition, there is also a lunch 
menu available in the lounge to 11 p.m. 

Since Russell progressed in his career from 
waiting tables, to wine steward, to bartender, to 
chef, and now to general manager, he insists that 
his waitresses refuse to serve anything not of 
superior quality, not hot, or the customer feels it not 
up to standard 

Total customer satisfaction is an absolute 
necessity according to Russell, and it will be 
adhered to right down the line 

The fresh food is of highest quality, and all soups, 
sauces are made from fresh stock. There is no 
artificial food used. All of it is prepared in the kit- 
chen, and vegetables are not of the canned variety. 

Along with the regular menu, there is a lunch 
buffet for $3.25, all you can eat, with 4-6 entrees, 
including the salad machine, changed daily, and on 
Sunday morning, a breakfast buffet with all break- 
fast type items for $3.50. Sunday from 11:30 a.m- 
7:00 p.m. a brunch buffet with all the heavy entrees 



and the trimmings for only $4.50. All children under 
10, pav only half price for the buffets. 

The decor of the “Tin Lizzie” would have to be 
described as unique. Richly done in an old world 
style, with many fascinating little features to 
capture the atmosphere. Everywhere you look, 
something new to catch the eye... 

A 1923 Model T (Tin Lizzie) similar to a pickup 
truck, serves as “The Salad Machine”, with an 
accoustical ceiling to minimize the noise level, yet 
with heavy wooded beams to accent the theme. Old 
world style chandeliers (six coach type lanterns 
with iron axes) in a subdued lighting for a quiet 
feeling, yet tastefully done. 

There are table and chairs of heavy wood with red 
leather seats and backrests for comfort, covered 
with cloth table cloths with a small lamp on each 
table. 

The fireplace is done in rich old brick, with 
smoked, antique vein glass on the walls on both 
sides. The capacity in the main dining room is 120 
persons, with the tables far enough apart, to not be 
cramped.

The “Salad Machine” which is in the rear bed of 
the “Tin Lizzie”, has lettuce, fresh mushrooms, 
onion slices, bean sprouts, chi-chi beans, green 
onions, chopped eggs, macaroni salad, celery, 
carrots, fresh cauliflower, salad olives, sunflower 
seeds, bacon bits, mild peppers, croutons, and jello 
Dressings include bleu cheese, thousand island, 
french, italian, and all of these are made at the 
restaurant. There are assorted crackers, fresh 
bread, and butter also , „ , 

The wine list is complete with four types of Red 
Bordeaux, five types of Red Burgundy, three types 
of White Bordeaux, five types of White Burgundy, 
and other types providing a total selection of 32 
Price ranges from $3.50 for a half bottle of 
Lambrusco. to $11.50 for a half bottle of Piper 
Heidsick Champagne which serves two people. A 
full bottle serving four, ranges from the Lambrusco

VISA’ 
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Production costs increase food prices 


Consumers should be cautious 
when placing the blame for rising 
food prices, says Sheila Morley, 
Michigan State University 
Cooperative Extension Service 
consumer marketing specialist. 

Food prices have not risen 
because food businesses are 
greedily grabbing all the profits they 
can earn. In most cases, price hikes 
are due to the increasing costs in- 
volved in food production and 
processing (labor costs, packaging 
materials, transportation costs, 


business taxes and energy' costs). 
Prices also rise when food products 
are in short supply, according to 
Morley, 

The US. Department of 
Agriculture predicts that food costs 
will climb 4 to 7 percent over last 
year's level Most of the price boost 
during the rest of thisyear will be on 
meats, dairy products, vegetable 
oils, processed fruits and vegetables 
and possibly sugar products 

BeW prices, which are high and 
likely to remain so, are an example. 


“The rise in beef prices is mostly 
due to the short suply of cattle,” 
Morley said “Since cattle feed 
prices were high and beef prices 
were low’, cattle ranchers weren’t 
making a reasonable profit. Like 
any other businessmen, ranchers 
decided to trim back herds until 
beef prices began to rise rather than 
feed their cattle at a loss ” 

The cattle populatin has dropped 
by 16 million head over three years, 
and according to Morley, it takes 
about three years to build a herd 



back up again. 

“If it’s any comfort to consumers, 
the best cure for high prices is high 
prices," Morely explained The high 
price of beef will encourage ran- 
chers to produce more, and as the 
suply of beef increases, the price 
will decline 

“This is the beginning of a cure,” 
she said "but medicine isn’t always 
as palatable as one might hope .” 

There is a smaller supply of pork 
than producers anticipated, which 
may cause an increase in pork 
prices around midsummer. 
However, marketing specialists 
predict prices will decline again 
toward the end of the year. 

Plenty of broiler chickens at 
moderate prices will be available for 
the summer cook-out season 

“Watch for supermarket specials 


which may be offered on broilers in 
the coming months,’’ Morley added 

Michigan asparagus should be on 
supermarket shelves soon. 

“One pound of asparagus yields 
two cups when cut up for cooking, 
and the thickest stalks are the most 
tender,” Morley explains. 
“Asparagus usually is available in 
one or two pound bunches, but 
sometimes consumers have an 
opportunity to buy it in bulk. One 10- 
pound box yiels seven to 10 pints,” 
she said 

The Michigan greenhouse tomato 
season is just beginning and lasts 
until the end of July. 

“Michigan greenhouse tomatoes 
are considerably more flavorful 
than tomatoes imported from other 
states,” Morley observed. To 
identify the tastier Michigan 


product, look for tomatoes with stem 
and leaves still attached 
Michigan field-grown rhubarb is 
most often found at farmers’ 
markets and roadside produce 
stands rather than in supermarkets 
“Field grown rhubarb stalks are 
not as pink as hothouse rhubarb 
(because field grown rhubarb gets 
more sunlight and has a higher 
chlorophyll content), but it tastes 
every bit as good," Morley stated. 

California head lettuce prices 
have risen dramatically due to a 
short crop. Morley suggests trying 
salads that don’t require lettuce to 
keep costs down. "Potato salad is 
traditional this time of year and 
teams up well with meals cooked 
out-of-doors,” she explained. 
“Michigan potato prices are par- 
ticularly reasonable now."

State's PBS stations 

'team up' for arts 


Michigan’s seven public television stations, in- 
cluding Channel 56 in Detroit, will join forces June 
15 through 17 to broadcast “Michigan Celebrates 
the Arts,” a series of live performances and major 
meetings from downtown Detroit. / 

Under the aegis of the Michigan Council for the 
Arts, dance, drama, and musical performances, as 
well as exhibits by artists, will be taking place near 
the riverfront, while at the same time, the first 
Michigan Congress on the Arts holds hearings on 
the future of the arts in Michigan Broadcast of 
highlights of the three-day festival will be seen from 
8 to 11 p.m. each night June 15 • 17 on all Michigan 
Public Broadcasting Service (PBS) stations. 

It will be the public stations’ most extensive 
cooperative effort to date. They will field television 
crews at the new riverfront amphitheatre in Hart 
Plaza, at Greektown’s Attic Theatre and at the 
Renaissance Center (for coverage of the Arts 
Congress sessions). 

In all, more than 55 producers, directors, 
technicians and engineers will be supplied by the 
Michigan PBS stations to cover the many events 
Some of the outstate stations also will be bringing in 
their technical equipment to make the multi-site 
coverage possible 

Overall supervision for the production will come 


from Jack Costello, who is director of local 
productions at Channel 56 in Detroit. 

Some of the major events during the three-day 
arts program include the arrival of the Michigan 
Artrain into the Grand Trunk siding next to the 
RenCen; Michigan Opera Theatre’s performance of 
highlights from its season; and a walking tour of 
Detroit’s artistic and cultural treasures. 

There will be more than 70 performing groups 
from around the state, including the Boardshead. 
Theatre Players from Lansing, the Avanti String 
Quartet from Battle Creek, and African, Indian, 
Irish, Polish and Ukrainian dancers. 

The Arts Congress marks the completion of a 
year-long study by Michigan Council for the Arts of 
the most crucial issues facing the arts of Michigan. 
Some of the hearings on these problems to be 
covered by the PBS stations include sessions on 
assisting individual artists, reviewing current 
legislation designed to support the arts, increasing 
labor involvement in the arts and considering the 
media as an art form 

The venture of jointly televising this major 
cultural event is the latest example of the recently 
increased cooperation among Michigan’s PBS 
stations.

The new law exempts from 
provisions pf the Food Service 
Sanitation " Act non-profit 
organizations operating potluck or 
_ bake sale in connection withtheir 
* - ~ meetings or a community service or 
^—fundraising event 

"Applying these restaurant food 
standards to potlucks is like saying 


we don’t trust the cleanliness of our 
wives, mothers and daughters," 
Mahalak said. "If we eat the food 
that they prepare in their kitchens, 
we can certainly safely eat that 
same food when it is prepared for a 
potluck or bake sale.” 

He said there have been known 
instances of health officials applying 
food service Sanitation standards to 
prohibit or restrict potlucks aimed 
at the general public. 

“This is over-regulation, un- 
necessary harassment and an insult 
to the good women who voluntarily 
contribute time and effort to worthy 
causes," Mahalak said. “Potlucks 
serve as an important source of 
community pride and of funds for 
organizations that sponsor them.” 

“People who attend potlucks are 
aware that the food being served 
was prepared in private homes and 
not in ‘licensed and approved’ kit- 
chens. Prohibiting or restricting 
potlucks is an example of totally 
unwarranted over-protection of the 
public." 



Why not spruce up 
mailbox this week? 


Upholding the tradition that 
spring is cleanup time around 
households, Belleville Postmaster 
R. J. O’Neil has announced that the 
week of May 29 is being observed as 
"Mailbox Improvement Week." 

Belleville residents are urged to 
repair, repaint and make other 
improvements to all mailboxes, 
^ particularly to those located along 
' Crural, city delivery curb-line and 
Z highway contract routes 

. “Customers should be sure their 
boxes provide adequate protection 
to the mail and are easily reached 
by carriers. That helps speed 
collection and delivery of their 
mail,” O’Neil said. "Attractive 
mailboxes also add to the general 
appearance of our community,” he 
said. 

The annual observance began 
generations ago in small towns and 
rural areas 

Rural carriers each day travel 
approximately 22 million miles to 
serve 14.3 million families along 
33,600 regular and auxiliary routes 
zigzagging across America. 

Approximately 3,000 families in 
the Bellevilll area are served by five 
rural mail routes 

When rural mail service began in 
1896. many make-shift receptacles 
— including tin cans nailed to trees 


— were used as mailboxes. 

Postal history reflects that a 
Kansas resident, Ira F. Collins, was 
among the 6rst customers to show 
an interest in improving the ap- 
pearance and security of the 
mailbox. 

On April 29, 1903, Collins filed a 
patent application for his invention 
of a new and improved mailbox: “of 
simple construction and inexpensive 
and so arranged as to protect the 
deposited mail-matter from rain or 
snow and which can be quickly 
opened and closed, resulting in a 
great saving of time in the collection 
and delivery of mail.” 

The metal, cylindrical receptacle 
had two basic parts; a mail- 
receiving unit, shaped like a scoop, 
which slid in and out of a protective 
outer casing. A flag, attached to the 
outer unit, could be raised to in- 
dicate when mail was to be 
collected By grasping a handle, 
a person could releasethe inner unit, 
containing the mail, from the outer 
casing The latter offered protection 
of the mail from the weather The 
mailbox could be attached in a ver- 
tical position to a post or any 
suitable support 

Today, a variety of approved 
commercial mailbox designs are 
provided for use with decorative 
posts Customers who prefer 
custom-made mailboxes may check 
with the Belleville Post Office, 
O’Neil said.

If you're thinking of 
planting fruit trees in 
your backyard, diink 
small — buy dwarfs. 
Hiey’re early bearing, 
easy to prune, spray and 
pick, and they require 
less space to grow than 
ordinary fruit trees. 


Dwarf fruit trees are 
vegetatively pro- 
pagated from 

rootstocks rather than 
seeds. Rooted cuttings 
are budded with the 
desired apple or other 
fruit variety to produce 
a dwarf tree in about 2>£ 
years. This special 
process produces a 
much smaller tree that 
bears normal-sized 
fruit.

Garden corner 


Q: Should I remove the flowers 
from newly purchased tomato, 
transplants? 

A: It’s a good idea. Your plants 
will be stronger and produce better 
if they have a few weeks in the 
garden to grow roots and foliage 
before they start channeling their 
energies into flowers and fruits. 


general slowdown in leaf and stem 
growth, and the need for frequent 
watering are other indications. The 
best way to be sure is to tip the plant 
out of die pot and check. A solid 
mass of roots with little or no soil 
visible indicates the plant needs 
repotting. Use a coitainer about two 
inches deeper and wider than the old 


When buying dwarf 
apple trees, backyard 
fruit growers should 
look for two or three 
varieties. The ideal one, 
M.9, is attractive for its 
height and bears fruit 
the first or second year 
after planting. It maybe 
in short supply, 
however. Other ac- 
ceptable varieties are 
M. 26 and M. 7. Hiey 
grow a few feet taller 
than M. 9 and bear later.

Q: My yard isn’t very sunny but 
I’d like to grow some vegetables. 
What’s best to plant in areas that 
don’t get much sun? 

A: Leafy vegetables — lettuce, 
spinach, endive, chard, kale, 
mustard greens — and vegetables 
grown for their roots — beets, 
carrots, radishes, turnips — do 
better in partial shade than plants 
grown for their fruits — tomatoes, 
peppers, eggplant, beans, corn and 
squash. 


Q: I planted some tulips and other 
spring bulbs last fall but nothing 
came up this year. Do you think the 
bulbs were bad? 

A: Hietwo major causes of failure 
with flowering bulbs are poor 
planting site and planting too late. 
Bulbs planted in a low lying, poorly 
drained site tend to rot, as do bulbs 
planted too late in the fall. Unsound 
bulbs are the least common reason 
for bulb failire. 


Q: Why are you supposed to stay 
out of the garden when it’s wet? 

A: Wet soil, especially wet clay 
soil, sticks to tools and feet. It also 
becomes compacted easily — 
crushed together so that air is driven 
out of it. Wet plant foliage is 
especially susceptible to attack by 
the organisms that cause plant 
diseases. You can easily spread 
diseases from one plant to another 
by brushing against them when 
they’re wet. 


Q: I know that a plant that has 
roots growing out of the drainage 
hole in the pot needs more room. Are 
there other signs that plants need 
repotting? 

A: Roots on the top of the soil, a 


Q: I put my jade plant outside last* 
summer and it grew like a weed, but 
the edges of the leaves turned red. Is 
this a sign there’s something wrong 
with it? It’s gone all green again 
over the winter. Should I put it' 
outside this year? 

A: The edges of the leaves on the 
jade plant turn red when the plant is 
exposed to sunlight or lots of bright 
light. It’s no cause for alarm. Go 
ahead and put the plant outdoors. 
Just be sure to keep it out of direct 
sun and protect it against wind. The 
jade plant is top-heavy and shallow 
rooted — it blows over easily. 

Q: Last summer, my Austrian 
pines developed a lot of brown tips 
that were quite unsightly. I let it go 
at the time, thinking that maybe the 
dry weather had something to do 
with it, but now I’m wondering if it 
might have been some disease in- 
stead. Is there something I should be 
doing now to prevent it from hap- 
pening again? 

A: It sounds like diplodia tip 
blight. This is a fungus disease that 
attacks Austrian pine and kills the 
tips of the branches. Spores 
liberated in the spring attack the 
growing buds. The disease con- 
tinues to infect the tree as long as 
there is growing tissue present. 
Browning of the tips usually doesn’t 
show up until late June or July, by 
which time it’s too late to do 
any thing a bout the disease. It can be 
controlled in the spring with two 
sprays of Bordeaux mixture (4-4-50) , 
one applied as soon as the buds begin 
to swell and another 10 days later. 
This treatment prevents die spores 
from infecting the buds. The later 
you wait to spray, the less effective 
the control. 


If you prefer pears to 
apples, ask your nur- 
sery operator for a 
dwarf pear that is grown 
on Quince- A rootstock. 
Peaches and plums 
usually are grown on 
sand cherry, Nankin 
cherry or St. Julien-A 
rootstocks. 


Check for the root- 
stock on the tag on any 
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tree you buy. Then you 
will know you’re getting 
a genuine dwarf.

Tribute to 

Hidenfelter

Laat Tueaday our photographer dumped a atack of Belleville 
High-Alien Park baseball photos on my desk and I needed some 
more Information to write what we in this business call cutlines. 

I telephoned Belleville High and head baseball Coach Dan Fisher 
was iii the classroom and wouldn’t be available until after l p.m. 
"Could Mr. Hidenfelter help you?" asked the receptionist. 

"I think so," I replied. 

A few seconds later, Hidenfelter, the school’s athletic director, 
was on the other end and informing him about my problem, he said, 
"Hey, babe, don’t worry. I’ll get back to you in a few minutes with 
the information." 

Sure enough, Harry Hidenfelter was back on the line filling in the 
blanks for the cutlines and Identifying pictures via telephone and 
coming up with enough stats so that I could write my story. 

Harry Hidenfelter was always ready to lend a helpful hand to’ 
anyone who needed it. 

Last Wednesday, at the age of 48, Hidenfelter succumbed to a 
fatal heart attack and his death shocked the community. The 
tireless educator, whose strict sense of fairness had inspired 
students and athletes, coaches and teachers, showed no signs of 
illness or sickness. 

“It is actually frightening,” said one of the area track coaches. 
"Harry was a picture of health and I know that his death is going to 
shock a lot of us.” 

Hidenfelter had spent more than a quarter of a century at 
Belleville High as a teacher, a coach and an athletic director. 
During that span literally thousands of young athletes learned from 
this strict disciplinarian that he wouldn't tolerate lackadaisical 
performances inside the classrooms or on the athletic fields. He 
won the adulation of all who came in contact with him for his 
straightforwardness and honesty. 

A graduate of Albion College with a masters of art that included 
majors in physical education and administration, Hidenfelter was 
responsible for organizing a series of notable tournaments and 
invitationals that involved many of the area schools. Nineteen 
years ago, Harry and Don Domke, now the athletic director at 
Westland John Glenn, set the wheels in motion for the Western 
Wayne Relays. Harry also took from the drawing boards and made 
into reality the Western Wayne Golf Tournament, the prestigious 
Western Wayne Swimming & Diving Championships and many 
other projects. 

I personally will never forget the first time 1 met the man. The 
acond day on this job some 15 years ago, the then co-publisher of 
he ANP, Ray Clift, who lived in Belleville, told me, "to meet him at 
Belleville High School because I want to introduce you to 
someone." 

1 Early the following morning I drove to Belleville High and Ray 
was waiting for me. We entered Hidenfelter's offices and 
Harry had coffee and donuts waiting for us." 

The brief exchange of dialogue left an imprint which has stayed 
over the many years -that Hidenfelter wanted it to be made clear 
that he asks the best from his coaches and athletes and also 
wouldn’t tolerate mediocre coverage from the media. 

One could never remain netural about him: he was a fierce 
competitor as a coach - when the news media failed to select Frank 
Nunley on an all-state football team Harry got on the telephone and 
told the would-be selectors, "that long after your selections vanish 
into obscurity, you’ll be writing about Nunley . ’ ’ Time proved Harry 
right as Nunley went on to Big 10, All-American fame at the 
University of Michigan and later played 10 years of professional 
football in the National Football League. He starred as a middle 
linebacker the past few years with the San Fransciso 49ers. 

Hidenfelter was raged when the prep sportswriters failed to 
honor another Belleville grid star, Keith Simmons, as an all-stater. 
Simmons, of course, was a four-time letter-winner at Minnesota 
and will soon be launching his pro career. 

Unfortunately, death took Hidenfelter from our ranks. 

But how many of us have accomplished as much as he had in his 
short span with us. 

Harry’s last words to me last Tuesday were: "Take care of 
yourself." 

It was just like him, "always caring for the other person. "

Dear Tom, 

I would like to take a few minutes of your time to express my 
feelings of the loss of a true friend of yours and mine. 

As you know, Harry Hidenfelter passed away last Tuesday night 
before he could witness the complete results of all his hard work as 
Athletic Director of Belleville High School. 

There has never been anyone at Belleville that has put the time 
and effort into his job that Harry did in athletics. 

Through his long hours of work he was responsible for the 
development of so many programs throughout this entire area, but 
he was the last to receive the credit. So many people took Harry for 
granted and didn't appreciate the job he was doing for all of us.
